He ex- 
plained that by complying with 
rules and regulations set up by 
the Inspection Bureau, volunteer 
• units had secured rate reductions 
and that other units were work- 
ing out compliance schedules cal- 
culated to lower the rates in then- 
respective communities. 

The Firefighters organization 
submitted a written report to the 
Court, outlining proceedings of 
their negotiations with Chief 
Thompson and consultations with 
Inspection Bureau representa- 
tives. 

In reporting the findings rela- 
tive to the overall situation of 
fireflghting facilities, to the Fiscal 
Court Volunteer Firefighters, Inc. 
reviewed the past two years' ex- 
perience. Stating that they had 
attempted to work out a system 
of Are protection for County resi- 
dents during the period that 
would justify, in the eyes of the 
Inspection Bureau, reduction in 
insurance rates.

Having gone into 
the matter of rate reductions 
thoroughly, Firefighters told the 
Court that, "We find that no ad- 
ditional reduction can be ob- 
tained by reason of the operation 
of the Jefferson County Fire De- 
partment." 

Carrying, as it would, "a con- 
siderable degree of control by the 
County Department," members 
of the Firefighters group deemed 
it "unwise" to enter into any co- 
operative plan, fearing, as they 
said, "that the standards of op- 
eration might eventually fall tc 
the present standard of operation 
maintained by the County De- 
partment." And if such proved 
to be the case an increase in 
rates could be expected. 

The report stated that follow- 
ing the inauguration of the 
County Fire Department diffi- 
culty was experienced in obtain- 
ing voluntary contributions for 
support of the volunteers, to 
which was attributed the fact 
that much publicity having been 
given operation of the County 
Department, resulting in the con- 
clusion on the part of many 
County residents that the County 
Department could take over and 
dd the Job. The report says, how- 
ever, that two years' experience 
has convinced a majority of the 
residents seeing the two systems 
in actual operation that, "The 
County Department, as presently 
constituted is inefficient and not 
competent to handle the Job." 
Thus it is, the report declares, 
that the Volunteers are now "hav- 
ing no difficulty In raising the 
necessary funds to operate and 
improve our present systems." 

Declaring that with an outlay 
to date of more than $200,000 and 
with the prospect of an annual 
operating cost to exceed $100,000, 
the County Fire Department ii 
failing to prove itself a good in 
vestme nt to the taxpayers .

STRAWBERRY REPORT FOR 
KENTUCKY AS OF APRIL 1 

Production of strawberries in 
commercial areas is estimated at 
325,000 crates for 1948 according 
to the report of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics based on 
conditions as of April 1. This 
prospective production compares 
with 360,000 crates last year and 
the 1937-46 average of 342,000 
crates. Acreage for picking this 
year is expected to total 5,000 
acres; somewhat larger lhan the 
4,500 acres last year but less than 
the 10-year average of 5,990 
acres. Yield per acre is now 
forecast at 65 crates which com- 
pares with 80 crates per acre last 
year and the average yield of 56 
crates. 

Early spring prospects in Lou- 
isiana improved during March. 
The total of 1,821,000 crates (24 
quart) now indicated for Louis- 
iana, Alabama, Texas, and Cal- 
ifornia is 42 percent above last 
year and 12 percent above the 
1937-46 average.
